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Survivors react 
to new 
anti-trafficking 
legislation

WILMINGTON — _ On 
March 21, 2018, the com- 
bined Fighting Online Sex 
Trafficking Act and Stop 
Enabling Sex Traffickers 
Act ‘ (FOSTA-SESTA pack- 
age) passed the Senate with 
a vote of 97-2 and the Presi- 
dent is expected to sign the 
bill into law. 

Survivors of sex trafficking 
are responding to the legisla- 
tion;. which aims to amend a 
portion of the Communi- 
eations Decency Act that 
provides immunity for inter- 
active websites that host con- 
tent, including that which 
unlawfully promotes and fa- 
cilitates prostitution or facili- 
tates traffickers in advertis- 
ing the sale of unlawful sex 
acts. 

“You. can post: an ad at any 
time or moment and a sex 
buyer can so quickly re- 
trieve, search for, and get 
whatever they want,” said 
Jasmine Grace Marino, a lo- 


cal sex trafficking survivor 
and founder of the Bags of 
Hope Ministry, which reach- 
es out to women affected by 
trafficking, prostitution, ad- 
diction and homelessness. 
“They [buyers] make a 
phone call, text, email so 
fast and set up an appoint- 
ment and bad things can 
happen behind closed doors. 
No one has any idea what's 
going on. That's the scary 
thing about these websites 
and the Internet.” 

Online. classified websites, 
particularly Backpage.com, 
launched in 2004, have been 
subject to extensive litigation 
around the “adult services” 
section of the site. Litigants 
alleged that the website 
knowingly facilitated child 
sex trafficking and prostitu- 
tion. A 2014 ruling by the U.S 
1st Circuit Court of Appeals 
held that the website could 
not be held liable under 
Section 230 of the Com- 
munications Decency Act,

School Choice program nixed for 2019

WILMINGTON — Citing 
space and resource con- 
cerns, the Wilmington 
School Committee has 
elected not to join the state 
School Choice program for 
the FY 2019 school year. 
According to interim Su- 
périntendent of Schools 


Paul Ruggiero, Wilmington 
has voted against joining 
every year since the pro- 
gram’s inception in 1994. 
“In previous years, the 
School. Committee’s deci- 
sion not to participate has 
been based on the lack of 
available space for stu- 
dents outside of Wilming- 
ton,” said Ruggiero. “That 
situation remains the case 


for the FY 2019 school year 
as well.” 

Ruggiero noted some 
areas of increased costs 
that could accompany adop- 
tion of the program, includ- 
ing a need for increased 
staffing due to class size 
guidelines currently in staff 
and faculty contracts. 

The decision was af- 
firmed with a 6-1 vote to 


not join the program in FY 
2019, with School Commit- 
tee member Jennifer Bry- 
son voting in dissent. 

Some Committee mem- 
bers, including Bryson, 
had expressed some trepi- 
dation with taking a vote 
on the matter without addi- 
tional information. 
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| Wilmington property spurs taxing and zoning debate

WILMINGTON — On a 
chilly evening with an im- 
minent threat of. snowfall, 
the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen meeting stretch- 
ed well past the four-hour 
mark. The topic fueling 
this impassioned discus- 
sion was Sciarappa Farm, 
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a parcel of land in the 
northern region of town. 
Resident and developer 
Michael Welch has entered 
a petition warrant for the 
2018 . Wilmington Town 
Meeting to rezone the par- 
cel in which the land is 
located to neighborhood 
mixed use. The proposition 
was set to be discussed in 
greater detail at the Fi- 


nance Committee and Plan- 
ning Board Joint Meeting 
on March 20. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
suggested that the Sciar- 
appa farm is a chapter 61 
property, and thus received 
tax benefits due to its being 
an agricultural site. As 
such, McCoy argued that 
the town has the right to 
take 120 days to consider 


buying the property directly 
from the Sciarappa family. 
He urged the board to con- 
sider this for Town Meeting. 

“God’s not making any 
more property,” . McCoy 
said. 

He suggested the Town 
Manager or Chairman Mi- 
chael Champoux should sit

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Boston Metro 
Hi-Railers to host 
spring Open House 


WILMINGTON — The Bos- 
ton ‘Metro Hi-Railers model 
train club will host its spring 
open house on Saturday, 
April 14, 2018 from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. at its clubhouse at 5 
Waltham St. in Wilmington. 

Like previous events, this 
opén house will feature at- 
tractions for families, train 
enthusiasts and hobbyists 
aliké. The three children’s 
layouts are especially inter- 
esting as boys and girls of 
all sizes can have hands on 
experience running trains, 
operating trackside acces- 
sories or just watching oth- 
ers enjoy a hobby that dates 
back over 118 years. 

This open house will offer 
a few different themes. In a 
tribute to the bygone era of 
big steam engines, a mem- 
ber will run his Boston and 
Maine T-1, a class of 2-8-4 
“Berkshire” steam locomo- 
tivés built by the Lima Loco- 
motive Works as part of 
their "Super Power" range 
of locomotives. The “Berk- 
shires” were so named after 
the mountain range through 
which they passed in Wes- 
tern Massachusetts. 

The. B&M purchased 20 of 
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these Super Power locomo- 
tives in 1928 (Ti-a), and five 
more in 1929 (T1-b). While 
very powerful, design prob- 
lems with these engines made 
the B&M dislike the class so 
much that by the Second 
World War, the railroad final- 
ly had to get rid of them. 

10 were sold to the Southern 
Pacific and seven to the 
Santa Fe. Those which stay- 
ed on the B&M were with- 
drawn and scrapped between 
1946 and 1955. None were pre- 
served here in the Northeast, 
but one survives in Texas. 

In contrast, as a model 
train this prototypical steam 
engine has been made by 
various manufactures, and 
one has found its way to a 
club member who will run it 
at the open house. 

Another theme of this 
spring’s open house will be 
the early days of intermodal 
transportation in railroading. 
Trailer on FlatCar (TOFC) is 
one of the most basic forms 
of intermodal transportation. 
The concept of loading trail- 
ers, or wagons, onto flatcars 
dates to the mid-1800s and 
several railroads pioneered 
new TOFC services in the 
1950s. 

The concept allowed trucks 
to handle the door-to-door 
deliveries with railroads ta- 
king the load for the long 
haul. Early operations often 
relied on standard 40 and 50- 
foot flatcars to haul trailers. 
Longer cars designed for 
TOFC operation in the 1950s 
were 75 feet. 

Piggyback began with trail- 
ers because the basic trailer 
design had become accepted

In the 1950s, 
though, trucker Malcolm 
McLean developed the con- 
cept of the intermodal con- 
tainer: a steel box that could 
be moved from ship to rail to 
truck without unloading. 

Double-stack cars, or well 
ears, for container ship- 
ments were introduced by 
the Southern Pacific also in 
the late 1970's. American 
President Lines developed a 
network of stack trains span- 
ning the continent, begin- 
ning in 1984.

It’s *the middle of winter, 
there’s. three feet of snow. 
You're” in an isolated cabin 
in the forth part of town and 
all: you have is a phone and a 
can*of fruit cocktail. What 
are you going to do? 

Of- course! You call Uber 
Eats! Oops, this is 1952. Be- 
sides; the road hasn’t even 
beén ‘plowed yet. Maybe you 
could-log on to Amazon for a 
drone delivery, if you’re will- 
ing to wait about 70 years. 

But+you do have a phone! 
You could call out for pizza. 
Rocco’s made pizzas, but 
there was no delivery.-Even if 
Rocco had been 30 years 


ahead of everyone else, no 
delivery car could have made 
it through the deep snow. 

This was the dilemma fac- 
ing Charlie Costas, a 72- 
year-old man in a little ca- 
bin off Ballardvale Street in 
North Wilmington. Ballard- 
vale Street was a long, 
sleepy farm lane with no 
real pavement. 

It started at the North 
School and went over an old 
wooden railroad bridge. Af- 
ter some two miles, the left 
side reaches the Andover 
line. On the right, though, 
you’re still in Wilmington. 
The town line runs down the 
middle of the road for about 
a quarter of a mile. 


Charlie called George’s 
Restaurant in Wilmington 
Square, next to the railroad 
depot. George’s was nothing 
fancy, a lunch counter with 
several booths. It was run by 
George Spanos, the Mayor of 
Wilmington, an honorary 
title bestowed on him by 
Capt. Larz Neilson. George 
was a charitable soul, best 
known for always welcoming 
servicemen in his restau- 
rant. 

Charlie told George that he 
was very hungry and he 
couldn’t get out. What was he 
to do? George had the answer. 

Sitting at the counter was 
Luther “Ronnie” Carter, who 
had an airplane at the Bil-

lerica-Wilmington airport. 
Fred Cain had built the air- 
port, and there was earth- 
moving equipment there, so 
the runway had been plowed. 

George put up a generous 
meal for Charlie. He packed it 
securely and gave it to 
Ronnie. Ronnie drove to the 
airport and flew up to the 
north end of town. Apparently 


he knew where the cabin was. 
Maybe they arranged for 
Charlie to make some kind of 


signal. Ronnie found the 
cabin and dropped Charlie’s 
lunch on the doorstep.

The IRS wants taxpayers to 
know’ that there are several 
easy options to pay their 
taxés’. electronically.

Taxpayers 
who ‘owe taxes can choose 
amorig: the following quick 
and éasy electronic payment 
options: 

¢ Electronic Funds With- 
drawal (EFW). This option 
allows taxpayers to e-file and 
pay from their bank account 
when using tax preparation 
software or a tax profession- 
al tax preparer. However, 
EFW jis only available when 
electronically filing a tax 
return. 

° Direct Pay. Available at 
IRS.gov/directpay, this free 
online ;tool allows taxpayers 
to securely pay their taxes 
directly from their checking 
or savings accounts without 
any fees or preregistration. 
Taxpayers can schedule pay- 
ments up to 30 days in ad- 
vance. Those using this tool 
will, receive immediate con- 
firmation when they submit 
their: payment. Taxpayers 
can, opt in to receive email 
notifications about their 
payments each time they 
use Direct Pay. 

¢ Credit or Debit Card. Pay 
online, by phone or with a 
mobile.device through any of 
the . authorized debit and 
credit ard processors. The 
processor does charge a fee. 
The, IRS doesn’t receive or 
charge any fees for payments 
made with a debit or credit 
card.,.Go to https://www.irs.

¢ IRS2Go. The IRS2Go mo- 
bile app is free and offers 
taxpayers the option to 
make a payment with Direct 
Pay for free or by debit or 
credit card through an ap- 
proved payment processor 
for a fee.

The IRS is now accepting 
tax’ réturns as the annual 
tax’ filing season is under- 
way. The IRS expects tax- 
payers to file more than 155 
million returns this year. 
Here’ are some things for 
taxpayers to consider as 
they are filing: 

¢ People have until Tues- 


day, April 17, 2018, to file’ 


their 2017 returns and pay 
any taxes due. 

¢ Choosing e-file and di- 
rect ‘deposit is the fastest 
and safest way to file an ac- 
curate income tax return 
and receive a refund. 

¢ Families with incomes of 
$66,000 or less can file for 
free. They can do so using 
brand name _ software 
through the IRS Free File 
program. People who earned 
more than $66,000 may use 
the- Free File Fillable Forms. 

° By law, the IRS cannot 
issue some refunds before 
mid-February. These re- 
funds are for tax returns 
that ‘claim the Earned In- 
comé Tax Credit or the Ad- 
ditional Child Tax Credit. 


Apple App’ Store, or the 
Amazon App Store. 

e Electronic Federal Tax 
Payment System. This free 
service gives taxpayers a 
safe and convenient way to 
pay individual and business 
taxes by phone or online. To 
enroll and for more informa- 
tion, call 800-555-4477, or visit 
eftps.gov. Both business and 
individual taxpayers can opt 
in to receive email notifica- 
tions about their payments.

Taxpayers who owe, but 
cannot pay the balance in 
full, do have options.

¢ Payment Plans, Install- 
ment Agreements. Most in- 
dividuals can set up a pay- 
ment plan, including an in- 
stallment agreement,. with 
the IRS using the Online 
Payment Agreement appli- 
cation in a matter of min- 
utes. If you owe $50,000 or 
less in combined tax, penal- 
ties and interest you may 
qualify for a long-term pay- 
ment plan of up to. 72 
months. If you owe less than 
$100,000 in combined tax, 
penalties and interest, you

may qualify for a short-term, 
payment plan of up to 120 
days. With the Online Pay- 
ment Agreement, no paper- 
work is required, there is no 
need to call, write or visit 
the IRS. Alternatively, for a 
long-term payment plan, 
taxpayers can request an 
installment agreement by 
filing Form 9465. Download 
the form from IRS.gov and 
mail it along with a tax 
return, IRS bill or notice. 

¢ Offer in Compromise. 
Some taxpayers may qualify 
for an Offer in Compromise. 
This is an agreement be- 
tween a taxpayer and the 
IRS that settles the taxpay- 
er’s tax liabilities for less 
than the full amount owed. 
To help determine eligibility, 
individual taxpayers may 
use the Offer in Compromise 
Pre-Qualifier, a free online 
tool available on IRS. gov. 

Taxpayers can find answers 
to tax questions, tax forms 
and instructions and easy-to- 
use tools online at IRS. gov. 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week. No appointments need- 
ed and no waiting on hold. 


Refundable tax credits can mean a refund for individual taxpayers 


Taxpayers who are not re- 
quired to file a tax return 
may want to do so anyway. 
They might be eligible for a 
tax refund and don’t even 
know it. Some taxpayers 
might qualify for a tax cred- 
it that can result in money 
in their pocket. Taxpayers 
need to file a 2017 tax return 
to claim these credits. 

Here is information about 
four tax credits that can mean 
a refund for eligible taxpayers: 

¢ Earned Income Tax Cre- 
dit. A taxpayer who worked 
and earned less than $53,930 
last year could receive the 
EITC as a tax refund. They 
must qualify for the credit, 
and may do so with or with- 
out a qualifying child. They 
may be eligible for up to 
$6,318. Taxpayers can use 
the 2017 EITC Assistant tool 
to find out if they qualify. 

¢ Premium Tax Credit. 
Taxpayers who chose to have 
advance payments of the 


The IRS expects the earliest 
refunds related to EITC and 
ACTC to be available in tax- 
payer bank accounts or on 
debit cards starting on Feb. 
27, 2018. 

¢ The best way for taxpay- 
ers to check the status of a 
refund is to use “Where's My 
Refund?” on IRS.gov or the 
IRS2Go mobile app. 

¢ Taxpayers with low and 
moderate incomes can get 
help filing their taxes for 
free. The Volunteer Income 
Tax Assistance and Tax 
Counseling for the Elderly 
programs have more than 
12,000 sites around the coun- 
try. To find the nearest site, 
use the VITA/TCE Site Lo- 
eator on IRS.gov or the 
IRS2Go mobile app. 

e Taxpayers should have 
their year-end statements in 
hand before filing. This in- 
cludes Forms W-2 from em- 
ployers and Forms 1099 from 
banks and other payers. 
Doing this helps avoid re- 
fund delays and the need to 
file an amended return. 

¢ IRS.gov is the place to go

“Asan attorney represent- 
ing the owners of property 
located at 333 Andover St. in 
Wilmington, known as the

The 
potential buyer has seen how 
younger people who grew up 
in Wilmington cannot afford 
to buy a home in their own 
town. Elders who may want 
to downsize and yet to stay 
in their town are likewise 
forced out of this market. 

The vision is to address this 
reality of not being able to 
afford to live where one grew 
up or has resided for much of 
their life. Smaller residences 
also will reduce the expected 
number of children entering 
the school system.

McCoy stated that the town 
hasn’t had the opportunity 
to buy the property, “... after 
giving them (the owners) 
tax breaks for years and 
years and years.” 

This property has been in 
the Sciarappa family for 
nearly 100 years, being oper- 
ated as a farm for most of 
that time. Massachusetts 
General Laws Ch. 61A allows 
for municipalities to reduce 
property taxes on qualified 
farm land, with certain re- 
strictions placed upon the 
land if it is to be sold while 
under 61A designation. Dur- 
ing the time that the proper- 
ty was designated as 61A, the 
owners paid the full amount 
assessed by the town each 
and every year. 

In 2014, the property was 
removed from 61A designa- 
tion, and a higher tax was 
assessed. The owners have 
paid the full amount of real 
estate taxes assessed by the 


' town each and every year. 


Proof of assessment and 
taxes is a matter of public 


} record which Selectman 
| McCoy could easily have dis- 
covered. For 


Selectman 
McCoy to insinuate that the 
owners have received, some 
benefit to which they were not 
entitled by law is uninformed, 
unfair, and just plain wrong. 
As far as Selectman 
McCoy’s incorrect remark 
that the town hasn’t had the 
opportunity to buy the prop- 
erty, nothing could be fur- 


ther from the truth. Over the 
course of the past 10 to 12 
years, there have been sever- 
al offers to purchase the 
property made by individu- 
als and companies. On at 
least two occasions while the 
property was under 61A sta- 
tus, the town was notified of 
offers that the owners were 
considering. 

This was done so that the 
town could have an opportu- 
nity to exercise its right of 
first refusal to match an 
offer, reserved to it under the 
statute. None of the offers 
was ever consummated, but 
the town has been on notice 
of the owners’ desire to sell. 
It has been no secret for 
more than a decade that the 
owners would like to sell 
their property. 

I believe that Mr. McCoy 
has been on the Board of 
Selectman for that entire 
time. Neither Selectman 
McCoy nor anyone else on 
behalf of the town has pre- 
sented an offer to the owners 
to purchase this property. It 
is blatantly false to state 
that the town hasn’t had the 
opportunity to buy it, and 
Selectman McCoy knew or 
should have known this. 

There is one more extreme- 
ly important point that must 
be made. This is privately 
owned property, and the 
owners have the right to sell 
it to whomever they please. 
Everyone, including the 
town, has had, and continues 


to have, the right to make an 
offer to purchase the proper- 
ty. Had that been done over 
the course of the past dec- 
ade, full consideration would 
have been given to any rea- 
sonable, good-faith offer, as 
the owners have done with 
every offer made to them.

Wilmington has 
a developing crisis 


To the editor, 

Permit me to connect two 
dots for you. The first dot 
deals with the rate and scope 
of growth and development in 
our town. There is a relatively 
new class of property zone in 
Wilmington. It is called 
“Neighborhood Mix Multi- 
Family Dwelling” (N/M). 
This classification permits 
condominium development as 
well as commercial and resi- 
dential dwellings. The condo- 
miniums may be up to three 
stories in height. The new 
classification also permits 
more development per acre. 
Obtaining this zoning classifi- 
cation is the first step in the 
condominium development 
process. 

Large parcels on Main 
Street and Lowell Street have 
already been rezoned with 
this classification. In Novem- 
ber of last year, a developer 
paid to have sewer lines ex- 
tended down Lowell Street. 
The new lines are necessary 
to support condominium de- 
velopment. In Selectman 
McCoy’s letter to the editor 
he sounded the alarm that 
the 62.5 acre parcel known as 
Scirappa Farm will have this 
designation if it gets suffi- 
cient support at the annual 
town meeting. Bear in mind 
this potential explosion in the 
population of Wilmington is 
over and above new private 
dwelling construction (58 per- 
mits pulled in 2017 excluding 
tear-downs). 

The second dot is the Wil- 
mington School system. Re- 
cently; the Wilmington School 
Department was kind enough 
to provide the following statis- 
ties. Next, please find my ques- 
tions and the responses provid- 
ed by the School Department: 


Q: What is the percent of 
student capacity (number of 
current students to the school 
capacity) for the elementary, 
middle and high school? 

A: Elementary = 85% 

A: Middle School = 76% 

A: High School = 91% 

Q: What was the student 
capacity for the old high 
school? 

A: Approximately 1,000 

Q: What is the student ca- 
pacity for the new high 
school? 

A: 960 

I was shocked to think that 
a seemingly pro-development 
town administration knowing 
the inexorable demographic 
population increase could 
green-light the construction 
of an 82.7 million dollar high 
school with less student ca- 
pacity than the old high 
school! Will the Wilmington 
taxpayers have to foot the bill 
for private schools for our 
children because of some- 
one’s inability to predict the 
obvious? 

I don’t think that you need 
me to connect the dots. Who 
will have to cope with Wil- 
mington traffic even worse 
than it is today? Who will have 
to pay for the new schools at 
all levels to support this unbri- 
dled growth? Who will pay for 
the additional town employees 
and infrastructure to support 
the future state of 
Wilmington?

Since Parkland - more civics in school

Since Parkland 


The actions this past week- 
end appear to be the first 
huge step of what is report- 
ed to be a sustained effort by 
the students in high schools 
at least to become a strong 
force going forward in tak- 
ing action relative to the 
availability of illegal wea- 
pons. Already at the State 
House, one hears the call for 


lawmakers to consider tight- 
ening gun laws and urging 
other states to implement 
gun laws similar, to the cur- 
rent Massachusetts legisla- 
tion. 

While this appears to be a 
“hot topic” across the coun- 
try, “time will tell.” 

As one student from Park- 
land commented, “the ef- 
forts of this young genera- 
tion around illegal guns is 
just beginning.” 

What I felt good about the 
Saturday events around the 
United States was that I did 
not hear of any major events 
to interfere with the actions 
of these students, és} 
the Parkland young people, 
who have just lost so many 
friends and colleagues. 


More civics education ahead 


Coming for a long time and 
especially since the last elec- 
tion, there has been a sus- 
tained move at the State 
House to increase the 
amount of civics education 
in our schools with the belief 
that not enough is taught 
about government, our feder- 
al and state laws, among so 
many other topics. Most con- 
cur with this intent except to 
find the time to fit more into 
the current curriculum. 

A Iegislative Civics Edu- 
cation Working Group has 
been formulated and devel- 
oping some thoughts for 


instruction, as well as includ- 
ing some thoughts of man- 
dating student projects as a 
requirement for graduation. 
While this is happening, the 


Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
will be increasing the cur- 
riculum core by additional 
components to be taught in 
the eighth grade curriculum 
to cover a number of civics 
topics. Some of the thinking 
is also being considered to 
augment some time and 
school locations for eligible 
students to register to vote in 
those school districts that do 
not currently have such. a 
process in their schools, feel- 
ing that voter registration at 
the younger age needs some 
added motivation. 

The highest leadership lev- 


are in support of this effort, 
making the passage of such 
a bill more than likely “a 
given” so to speak and this 
could come very soon for 


integration after a year of 
planning and preparation. 


Reform language 


Yale University professor 
and historian Beverly Gage 
has commented that some 
politicians (not ours) have 
twisted the word reform to 
really mean something dif- 
ferent. She comments that 
“because everyone is in- 
clined to like the idea of re- 
form, advocates who have 
an intent on undermining or 
even eliminating existing 
programs, cast their propos- 
als as efforts to improve the 


Among the examples she 
lists are tax cuts for the 
wealthy : called tax reform, 
removing millions from 
health insurance rolls, touted 


as health care reform ‘and 
cutting Social Security bene- 
fits, justified as entitlernent 
reform. 

The parallels are clear in a 
situation in which the federal 
government in the name of 
reform has taken money 
from public schools to fund 
charters and vouchers to 
reduce the amount of funding 
in Massachusetts for public 
schools, that was passed in 
the Education Reform Law of 
1993 at the Holmes School in 
Malden and signed by former 
Governor William Weld.

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Dogs pass 
the test

TEWKSBURY — Asking a dog to 
resist a juicy meatball is tall order, but 
that is just the type of fortitude 
required during a test administered 
recently as part of a Therapy Dog 
International certification session in 
Tewksbury. 

Liz Cleaves, owner and_ training 
director of The Auntie Dog Training 
Studio and certified TDI evaluator, 
tested 11 dogs to determine their qua- 
lifications for use as visiting animals. 
Therapy dogs are used in hospitals, 
senior centers, and adult day pro- 
grams to help soothe and in some 
cases stimulate patients. 

The dogs must complete a battery of 
real world scenarios such as allowing 
themselves to be pet by strangers, not 
reacting to loud noises or confusing 
environments, and avoiding tempting 
food on the floor. 

“A pill or other medicine could be on 
the floor and we don’t know what it 
is,” said Cleaves. “We have to be sure 
the dog will walk right by it and re- 
spond to the owner’s voice command.” 

In addition to interacting with hu- 
mans, the dogs will encounter assis- 
tive equipment such as walkers, 
wheelchairs, canes, doorways, and 
rolling carts. The dog is on lead with 
the owner but is tested to see how well 
it can do with the leash loose. 

Dogs sit with a volunteer “stran- 
ger” and allow themselves to be pat- 
ted. The owner leaves the room and 
the dog must remain calm, for exam- 
ple. In the end, nine of the 11 dogs 
passed. All breeds were at the train- 
ing, including a Rottweiler, a yellow 
Labrador, a poodle and a Golden 
Mountain Doodle. 

The training uses volunteers from 
the community such as Tewksbury 
United Methodist Church’s women’s 
group. Pastor Amanda Corella is ex- 
cited to participate and help out in 
the community. 

“I love dogs,” she said, and as soon 
as she learned of the opportunity she 
was “in.”

with cognitive impairment, is one of ”’ 
easing stress, evoking memories and *~ 


creating a reaction. 

Some patients who have not re’ 
sponded to other forms of stimuli ’ 
seem to “awaken” in the presence of 
the dogs. 

“Some patients just run their hands 
along the fur while others give hugs 
and kisses,” she said. 

Therapy dogs are also used to help 
calm anxiety in adults and children 
affected by trauma, such as in school 
shootings or after natural disasters. 
Animal assisted therapy was used 
after Hurricane Katrina, for exam- 
ple. Those pets complete another le- 
vel of training, considered crisis 
response. 

The bottom line seems to be, backed 
up by research and several studies 
globally, that therapy dogs are a point 
of unconditional love and non-judge- 
ment and provide emotional nourish- 
ment for patients and all those who 
come in contact with them. Certainly 
their owners are quite proud when the 
dogs pass their tests, and are excited 
to begin sharing their four legged 
companions with others, knowing the 
benefits and community service they 
will be undertaking.

I think we can still 
revisit it, and maybe gain a 
little more information this 
time next year.” 

Dr. Glen Brand, who will 
begin his tenure as Superin- 
tendent of Schools in the 
upcoming school year, also 
took the time to share some 
thoughts on school choice. 

“One thing to always keep 
in mind is you’re making a 
long term commitment to 
those students,” Brand no- 
ted. 

He, too, cited building and 
construction forecasts as 
factors that could affect pop- 
ulation, and would therefore 
be points to consider in the 
decision. 


“I think laying those out for 
the committee and the com- 
munity as a whole is really 
critical before you do take 
that vote.” 

School Committee member 
Thomas Talbot cited finan- 
cial concerns that have aris- 
en in towns participating in 
the METCO program, and 
concurred with concerns re- 
garding the local population. 

“If we had 10 kids one year, 
then the next year we had 
some families move in... 
then that would be a con- 
cern,” he noted. 

School Committee member 
Manny Mulas also agreed 
with space and resource con- 
cerns. 

“My opinion is that we con- 
tinue doing what we’ve been 
doing since 1994, and we take 
a vote.”

and was not re-considered by 
the’U.S. Supreme Court in 
2017. The FOSTA-SESTA 
packages aims to remove 
that immunity for websites. 

Backpage.com announced 
a removal of their adult ser- 
vices «classified section in 
2017." Craigslist.com removed 
its adult services section in 
2010.! However, critics have 
observed that adult listings 
for iNégal sex acts have mi- 
grated to other parts of the 
classified sites, such as the 
massage services or dating 
sections. 


- “Prostitution isn’t unsafe 


becalse it’s illegal. It’s ille- 
gal‘ because it’s unsafe. It’s 
fraught with violence,” said 
Darlene Pawlik, a survivor 
of child sexual abuse, writer, 
and advocate for victims. 

Pawlik believes it is likely a 
small minority of people 
who engage in prostitution 
who are not experiencing 
violence, noting the preva- 
lence of psychological man- 
ipulation as an enabling fac- 
tor. 


Critics of the FOSTA-SESTA 
package have argued that 
online classifieds can facili- 
tate opportunities for under- 
cover operations to rescue ex- 
ploited children or enable 
adults engaged in illegal sex 
work to screen respondents. 
Marino acknowledged that 
it’s a complex calculation of 
tradeoffs, but is concerned 
about the anonymity and de- 
centralization of the internet 
enabling more trafficking 
and violence. 

“There's way more exploi- 
tation going on than there 
are arrests. So do we allow 
the websites to continue be- 
cause there are more ar- 
rests, but also more exploita- 
tion?” 

Other critics of the legisla- 
tion, such as the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation, a non- 
profit digital rights group, 
cite concerns for free speech 
online, arguing the law will 
allow Internet platforms to 
censor users. 

Pawlik, who lobbied for 
passage of the bill by speak- 
ing with Senators and sign- 
ing a letter in favor of the 


legislation authored by sur- 
vivors, said, “The bill is very 
specific on the type of 
speech we’re talking about: 
‘knowingly facilitating sex 
trafficking,” 

The effect of the legislation 
on the use of online plat- 
forms for sex trafficking 
solicitation, and repercus- 
sions for site owners and 
content contributors remains 
to unfold, but survivors note 
the ongoing need for preven- 
tion and awareness. 

“The websites are just a 
tool. The classifieds are just 
a tool that traffickers use,” 
said Marino. 

Pawlik likewise expressed 
concerned about the societal 
demand for purchasing sex 
acts, which she sees as relat- 
ed to a devaluing of humani- 
ty. 

Marino advises concerned 
community members to get 
involved in the issue by edu- 
cating themselves or “engag- 
ing with nonprofits that serve 
vulnerable populations, at 
risk kids, safe homes and 
organizations that serve sur- 
vivors.”

down with both the develop- 
er and the landowner, if pos- 
sible, and cited eminent 
domain as an option in tak- 
ing the land.

Preble named winner of the Boston 
Bruins/MIAA Sportsmanship Award

Probably the most sur- 
prised person to find out that 
Kyle Preble had won the 
16th Annual Boston Bruins- 
MIAA Sportsmanship Award 
was Preble himself. 

There are a couple of rea- 
sons why the Shawsheen 
Tech senior forward was so 
shocked to win the award. 
Number one, the Tewksbury 
native was not aware that 
such an award existed. 

Secondly, Preble doesn’t 
display great sportsmanship 
on and off the ice in search 
of awards. Rather, it is sim- 
ply the way he was raised, 
and the way he was taught to 
play the game that he loves. 

The Bruins MIAA 
Sportsmanship Award is 
given to one boy and one girl 
hockey player from each 
league who best represents 
qualities such as an exem- 
plary record of complying, 
both in spirit and letter, with 
all league and MIAA rules 
and regulations during the 
season, a demonstrated 
record of respectfully 
accepting the rulings of 
game officials a record of 
edénduct, on and off the ice 
that: brings honor to self, 
team, school, and communi- 
ty,-a commitment to team- 
work by providing all mem- 
bers’ with recognition of 
their talents, an opportunity 
to ‘contribute them to the 
team, and a spirit of cama- 
raderie, and a demonstrated 
réspect for opponents before, 
during, and after games. 

Préble, who has made a 
habit throughout his career 
of displaying these qualities 
was*the clear choice to be 
the award winner for the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference. 

Preble says that his sports- 
manship has been some- 
thing that has been instilled 
in him since a very young 
age When playing Tewksbury 
Youth Hockey.

“It 
dodsn’t do any good to be 
getting mad.” 

Shawsheen coach Chuck 
Baker, who has_ seen 
Preble’s growth as both a 
player and as leader with his 
téam over the past four 
years, feels that the CAC 
could not have made a better 
choice in their representa- 
tive for the award. 

“Kyle receiving the award 
for. the Commonwealth 


Athletic Conference is a 
great honor for Kyle and our 
program,” Baker _ said. 
“Kyle is a great kid who 
gives one hundred percent at 
every practice and game he 
participated in. 

“On top of that, Kyle 
played the game with com- 
plete control and at the end, 
win or lose controlled his 
emotions at all time. He was 
a true silent leader during 
his senior season. A kid like 
Kyle is tough to replace.” 

Preble in turn, credits 
Baker with getting the best 
out of him as a player while 
still allowing him to enjoy 
the game. 

“Coach Baker is the best 
coach I have ever had,” 
Preble said. “He definitely 
takes things seriously and 
makes you work hard, but he 
also brings fun into it. He 
reminds us that when we 
have a big game it is impor- 
tant, but at the same time, it 
is just high school hockey, so 
we should have fun with it.” 

Preble also credits his par- 
ents, Kelly and Craig with 
supporting him throughout 
his career, from his time 
with Tewksbury Youth 
Hockey to his days with the 
Shamrocks and other elite 
teams. 

“It is quite a commitment 
for parents and they helped 
me all the way through it, 
between driving: me every- 
where’ and making sure I 
never missed anything, as 
well as paying for every- 
thing, which is a big part of 
it,” Preble said. “They have 
always supported me.” 

As part of winning the 
Sportsmanship Award, 
Preble along with the other 
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winners was invited to take 
part in a ceremony between 
period of the  Bruins- 
Columbus Blue Jackets 
game on March 19 at the TD 
Garden in Boston. He and 
the other winners were 
treated to a pregame meal in 
the Garden’s Putnam Club, 
and were later introduced to 
the crowd between the sec- 
ond and third period of the 
game. 

“They had us come down 
and they let us onto the 
bench and put us up onto the 
Jumbotron and announced 
all of us and where we were 
from,” Preble said. “It was 
pretty cool to do that in front 
of the crowd.” 

Getting introduced to the 
crowd was indeed a pretty 
cool experience for Preble 
and the others, but the best 
part of the evening came 
during the pregame meal in 
the Putnam Club when the 
players had the opportunity 
to meet Bruins legend and 
current team President Cam 
Neely. 

The players had been told 
there would be a “special 
guest” coming in to meet 
them, but nobody had any 
idea that Neely would be 
that guest. Needless to say, 
Preble was thrilled to meet 
the NHL Hall of Famer.

By MIKE IPPOLITO 
Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
Most people who are 
familiar with the 
Shawsheen Tech Wrestling 
program are well aware of 
the outstanding career of 
Rams head coach Mark 
Donovan, who this past sea-

and who has always been 
happy to work in relative 
anonymity, was taken 
aback by the honor.
